U.S. Communists Decide 
Not to Join 9-Party Body 


William Z. Foster, chair- 
man, and Eugene Dennis, gen- 
eral secretary, speaking for 
the National Board of the 
Communist . Party,. declared 
yesterday that the formation of the 
nine-party Information Bureau ad- 
vances the struggle for national 
freedom and peace throughout the 
world. At the same time, the state- 
ment explained, National Board has 
decided that the American Com- 
munist Party should not affiliate 
because of the present political situ- 
ation in the United States. It pointed 


out that reactionary forces would 


undoubtedly seize upon such action 
as a pretext for new provocations 
and repressions against the labor 
and progressive movement. 
Text of the statement follows: 
The establishment of an Infor- 
mation Bureau by nine Communist 
Parties of Europe is of great sig- 
nificance. This provision for a 
medium through which these Par- 
ties can consult, , if they deem 
it desirable, coordinate activity, 
has heartened anti-fascists, anti- 


imperialists and lovers of peace in 
every land. 

These Communist Parties are the 
leaders of the working class and 
peoples of their countries. They 
are the champions of national 
freedom, social progress, economic 
reconstruction, democratic advance 
and world peace. 

Confronted by the Marshall Plan
